The Spices Board (Registration of Exporters) Regu¬ 
lations 1989 

F. No. Adm|Reg.|01189.—^In exercise of the po¬ 
wers conferred by section 39 of the Spices Board 
Act 1986, the Spices Board hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing Regulations, with the previous approval of the 
Central Government, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement : 

CD These Regulations may be called the Spices 
Board (Regulation of Exporters) Regulations, 1989. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of 
their pubication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions : 

In these Regulations, imless the context otherwise 
requires ; 

(i) “Act” means the Spices Board Act, 1986 

(10 of 1986); 

(ii) “Board” means the Spices Board constitut¬ 
ed under section 3 of the Act; 

(iii) “Year” means the year commencing on the 
first day of April; 

(iv) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the 
Board; 

(v) “Secretary” means the Secretary of the 

Board appointed under section 4; 

(vi) “Section” means a section of the Act; 

(vii) “Rules” means the Spicc,s Board Rules, 
1987; 

(viii) Words and expressions used herein and not 
defined but defined in the Act and the 
Rules shall have the same meanings res¬ 
pectively assigned to them. 

3. Conditions for grant of fresh Certificate as Ex¬ 
porter : 

(1) (a) An application for grant of Certificate 
under section 12 shall be made to the Sec¬ 
retary of Board in ‘Form I’ mentioned in 
the Rules. Every application shall be ac¬ 
companied by a fee of Rs. 100 by a cross¬ 
ed demand draft[postal order|M.O. drawn 
and payable to the Spices Board, Cochin. 

(b) The fees once remitted to the Board shall 
not be refunded under any circumstances. 
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(c) Application for grant of Certificate shall be 

accompanied by a Bank Reference| Certifi¬ 
cate in respect of the financial status. 

(d) The Certificate Issuing Authority may, if he 
is satisfied as to the suitability of the ap¬ 
plicant, issue a Certificate to export spices 
to the applicatnt in ‘Form A’ in respect of 
the commodities for which the Certificate 
is sought in ‘Form I’ inoicated in the Rules, 

(e) Every Certificate shall be deemed to have 
been granted personally to the Certificate 
holder and no Certificate shall be sold or 
otherwise transferred. 

(f) Where a Certificate holder sells or otherwise 

transfers his business to another person, 
the purchaser of transferee, as the case may 
be, shall obtain a fresh Certificate in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of these Re- 
< gulations and the Rules. 

(g) Where there is any change n the owner¬ 

ship, constitution, name or address of any 
Certificate holding exporter, he shall inti¬ 
mate the change to the Certificate Issuing 
^ Authority within a period of 30 days from 

the date of the change. The Certificate Is¬ 
suing Authority may for sufficient reasons 
condone any dealy in this regard upto a 
period of three months. In case where the 
delay is not condoned by the Certificate Is¬ 
suing Authority or requisite intimation 
about the change is not sent within the 
time as laid downlas may be permitted, 
the exporter shall apply for fresh registra¬ 
tion. In the case of manufacturer-exporters 
the Certificate Isuing Authority shall also 
verify whether the permission of the spon¬ 
soring authority in regard to the change 
has been obtained. After due verification, 
the Certificate Isuing Authority may issue 
a fresh registration Certificate to the new 
or reconstituted concern, which shall be 
valid from the date of change in name, 
ownership, or constitution as the case may 
be. 

(h) Where there is a change in the constitution 
of a Certificate holding exporter firm by 
admission or retirement cr death of a part¬ 
ner (or by a change of Karta in the case 
of Hindu undivided family concern), and 
the reconstituted firm takes over the busi¬ 
ness as a whole without any change in its 
name and address such change will not re¬ 
quire any fresh registration with the Certi¬ 
ficate Issuing Authority as laid down. Simi- 
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Provided that the Certificate Issuing Autho¬ 
rity may entertaiu an application for re¬ 
newal upto the date of expiry of the exist¬ 
ing Certificate on payment of additional fee 
at the rate of Rs. 25 for the delay of each 
month or part thereof. 


larly, in the event of change from Private 
Limited Company to Public Limited Com¬ 
pany or vice-versa, only an intimation 
should be sent to the Certificate Issuing 
Authority, and such change shall not re¬ 
quire any fresh registration. 

(i) If a Certificate holder enters into a partner¬ 
ship in regard to the business covered by 
his Certificate, he shall report the fact to 
the Certificate Issuing Authority within a 
period of thirty days of entering into such 
partnership and get the Certificate suitably 
amended. 

fj) If a partnership holding a Certificate is dis¬ 
solved every person who was a partner im¬ 
mediately before such dissolution shall 
send a report, on the dissolution to the Cer¬ 
tificate Isuing Authority within thirty 
days thereof, 

(k) If the application is not in the prescribed 

form or docs not contain any of the requir¬ 
ed particulars, the application may be sura- 
raarily rejected. 

(l) A Certificate in ‘Form A’ shall not be grant¬ 

ed to a person unless the Issuing Authority 
is satisfied with the facilities available in 
' the Spices processing plantjunit of the ex¬ 
porter of the spices, 

(m) The exporter shall maintain a resisfer in 
‘Form B’. 

(n) The exporter of Spices shall send to the 

Board a monthly statement in ‘Form B’ so 
as to reach the Secretary, Spices Board on 
or before the 10th day of every succeeding 
month. 

(o) Every exporter of spices shall produce on 
demand for inspection by any officer cf the 
Board authorised in this behalf by the 
Chairman, all accounts, registers, and other 
records kept by him in connection with his 
business as spices exporter. 

(2) Renewal of Certificate as Exporter ; 

(a) Any person desiring to renew the Certificate 
as exporter shall submit an application in 
‘Form I’ mentioned in the Rules to the 
Certificate Issuing Authority accompanied 
with the fees and in the manner specified 
in sub-regulations on or before 30th June 
of the year in which the validity of the 
Certificate expires ;

(b) If the exporter docs not carry on any export 
business during the period in which he 
hold.s a valid Certificate, the renewal of 
Certificate as exporter for the next three 
years may not be considered. However, if 
the exporter enters into an export contract, 
he may apply to the Board for a fresh ex¬ 
porter Certificate in the manner prescribed 
in these Regulations. 

(3) Every registered exporter shall register his 
contract of ports with the i>piccs Board prior to the 
export in respect of such spices as specified by the 
Spices Board from time to time. 

(4) Every registered exporter shall register bis 
brand names in respect of such spices as notified by 
the Spices Board from time to time, if they propose 
to export in consumer packs under brand names.
